A . Heavy Industry 

In 1951, industrial production in the Northeast was 24.1 percent greater 
than in 1950. The 195^ Northeast industrial production is expected to exceed 
the 1951 production by 41.3 percent. 

Using 19^9 as the base year, ore production of the Shanghai and Nanking 
areas for the first half of 1952 a3one was 955 percent; machinery, 1,239 per- 
cent; and electrical equipment, 879 percent. The following table gives the 
East China production increase from 1949 through 1951.
